Miss Babington 
will discuss the monks whose first home was on Monte Cassino and will tell of the 
tragic burning oi uhe Norman Choir as related by Gervoss, Also to be described in 
her talk are the great architect builders of the present Choir in IloO, their 
craftsmanship and glass known as the "Poor Man* 3 Bible" made 730 years ago. Miss
